THE NEVADA SENATORSHIP. 


Prospect of a Very Lively Fight. 


WhBt In B*m IT Said Al>»»t It nml 


Tho "Sncli." 


The dissuasion of the pending Sena- 


torial situation is becoming interesting. 
Under date of the 12tli the Sun Fran- 
cisco Chronicle has a lengthy spbdal 
dispatch from Washington, which reads 
as follow?: 


Thers are two headquarters for Ne- 


vada politicians—one in thin city when 
Congress la in session, and the other in 
3a>i Francisco. Tne little group ol 
Nevadans here held u conference a few 
days ago, when ths next political cam- 
paign m that Stats was ontlined. Ne- 
vada promises to be the theater ol great 
political interest next Fall. The strug- 
gle will have two phases. First, it will 
be spectacular and seniatioual, for it 


politicians that Fair is not succeed him- 
self. Bat this idta should not CMIM 
the more interested and active work*™ 
to take Fair's defeat for granted and 
cease working to that end with all their 
might. 


There art two very important objects 


to be considered by all trueNevadansin 
tht campaign about to be begun. The 
puramoQDt on* is to make sure of Fair's 
d«fent, and the other is to stlect as tht 
man to sucoeed him a Nevadan to repre- 
sent Nevada. 


There are sBvernl names now promi- 


nent before the ptople and a unanimous 
selection should be made by the Repub- 
licans in time to cement all interests in a 
solid fight 


Ex-Senator Stewart has the advantage 


of having held the office once and its 
duties and the necessary parliamentary 
tactics would therefore be familiar to 
him. It is true that he has not bsen a 
bona fide resident of Nevada for several 
yeurs past, but he is building a fine 
house in Carson and intends residing 
with as in the future. 
Of his ability 


there can be no two opinions. His lec- 
tures and essays on the silver qutstion 
show u masbiie brain and a firm friend 
to our cause. 


Ex-Congressman Wren i« also an 


avowed candidate for the position. He 
has represented n* in the lower House 
and would have the uxporieuce gained 
there to aid him. He i< au able lawyer 
und has devottd a great deal of time and 
money to the development of th« re«our- 
ces of the eastern portion of the State. 


General Powniog is a representative 


product of Nevada. Here he baa lived 
the most useful portion of a life still in 


the number of our citizens. Then are 
probably 14,000 votes in the State—a 
reasonably sized New York City ward. 
This handful is so Dearly divided politi- 
cally that a change of 500 votes in the 
State will throw th« result either way. 
It thus becomes a mere question of fig- 
ures and—money. The respectable up- 
right citizen is not approached. It is 
the other kind, and the result shows the 
accuracy of th* figures and the potency 
of the sack. 


will be the duelling ground of two angry 
and revengeful millionaires, who, in- 
stead of gratifying their enmity with 
the rapier or pistol, will seek to over- 
whelm each other with political defeat. 
On the other hand, there will bo a vital 
principle tunning through the campaign 
which may excite a fervor like that 
which thrilled the old Scotch Covenan- 
ters. The end of the struggle will be 
the election of a United States Senator. 


The tpeotacular side of th« contest 


will be the conflict betweoii John W. 
Mackay and James G. Fair, the two 
bonanza millionaires, who h>ive fallen 
out. The moral phase of the struggle 
will be whether the people of Nevada 
will put up their highest political honor 
oil the auction blocktobekuocked down 
to the highest' bidder. It is said by 
Nevadans who are here that there is a 
widespread indignation among the peo- 
ple of the Silver State st the reproach 
ihat is cast upon their community be- 
cause of the alleged venality of the elec- 
tions, and it said that an almost univer- 
sal desire to redeem the State from this 
stain will be the strongest feeling evoked 
by the campaign. It is predicted that 
the battlecry of the holiest Nevadans 
will be the pure election of u citizen for 
Senator. The feeling against electing 
men who live iu California to be Sena- 
tors of Nevada is uj strong with the 
better element as the desire for a pure 
election. This will be the moral phase 
of the fight, anil it is said that the tide 
is already rising all over the State, 
which may be so fnll and strong that all 
the political structures of the million- 
aires may be swept away in rnin. 


Th» man -who is mentioned as the 


choice for United Stilts Senator of this- 
honest home rule is, ex-Congressman 
Wren. The other phase of the contest 
will be the clash between Fair and 
Mackay. The secrtt of the hospitality 
between these two men is unknown, but 
that it is intense and bitter is beyond1 
donbt. Fair has announced to his 
friends that it is his sole ambition to be 
re-elected. 
It is said that he has 


remained in San Ffancieco so long after 
the opening of Congress to lay the wires 
for his re-election. It is contrary to the 
etiquette of the Senate for a member to 
leave his etat to participate in a cam- 
paign lor his own election, but it is 
quite customary for a Senator to remain 
at home until he has his forces put in 
shape for the election. 


Fair's lieutenants in Nevada are Gov- 


ernor Adams, Judge Belknap and ex- 
Cougressmau Cassidy. These gentle- 
men are already at work doing the pre- 
liminary business of the campaign. 
It 


has been said that Macliay himself would 
be a candidate for the Seuatorship, but 
this is authoritatively denied, 
He will 


support ex-Senator Stewart. Bmides 
Mackay's potent aid, Stewart will have 
bebiurt him the Central Pacific Railroad 
and the Sharon estate. These will be 
three powerful influences. The only 
Republican of great strength who has 
not been brought into line by Mackay is 
Senator Jones, who is in favor of W. S. 
Hobart for Senator. 
The preliminary 


battle will be for the control ol the Leg- 
islature. Fair will have to face the 
combined opposition of 'be home rulers, 
who have Wren, a Republican, at their 
head; the power of Mackay, who will 
make a money fight, and the weight of 
Jones, who has a long term ahead of 
him. It is predicted here that Fair will 
go down under all this opposition and 
that the Republicans will control the 
Legislature, when the battle will be nar- 
rowed between the home rulers and the 
millionaire candidates.

Should he suc- 
ceed in his laudable ambition, he would 
carry the came zeal into tue National 
Legislature that h» has ever exercised 
at home.

passively submit to the leadership of an 
ignoramus like Jim Fair, when it has 
available men of the character and 
ability of A. C. Ellis, George W. Casridy 
and John H. Dennis.

Coodittou of tin Stuck nud Kstimnt-: 


ed UMt»rrom the Cold Weather. 


Voluminous reports concerning the 


condition of cattle from the great stock, 
ranges are published, which may be 
summarized as follows: In Texas the 
loss along the northern tier, of the Fan- 
handlejcounties, where prairie fires de- 
stroyed the feed, is heavy, and on the 
ranges south of Mobeetio and Fort Eliot 
the loss is estimated at 30 per c«nt. It 
is claimed, however, that on the whole 
the loss iu Texas will only be about 5 
per cent. In Montana the stock is in 
good condition; the cattle have wintered 
well so far. In Manitoba the ranchmen 
r&port a favorable winter and cattle com- 
ing through in fine condition. In Kan- 
sas, in the western part of the State, 
there was a heavy logs on account of the 
unparalleled 
blizzard 
in 
January. 


Stockmen admit that the number of cat- 
tle frozen in the country tributary to 
Dodge City, will reach 25,000 head. la 
Colorado the cattle on the plains hare 
stood the winter well and the losses are 
less than 10 per oeitt. la some of the 
mountain parks there is still danger of 
great leases, AH the ranges are over- 
stocked and the feed is scarce. In Wy- 
oming the cattle havo n»v«r experienced 
a batter winter. 
There has been no 


snow since January 1st, and the warm 
weather kept the streams open. 
Along 


the Flatte for three weeks the mercury 
has'ranged 69 to 70° above zero. The 
loss will exceed one per cent.

The New York Tribune has an editor- 


ial headed "Gold-Bug Administration," 
in which it soys: The debate in the 
Senate discloses some of the ordinary 
means by which the use of silver and 
silver certificates has bien promoted 
under pant administrations. 
The im- 


portant feature of the debate is that it 
shows that the Republican Administra- 
tions hav* not tried to stop the use o! 
silver an bag been so often charged, but 
have in fact strained tlis power of the 
Government to the utmost to get silver 
and silver certificates used more laigely. 
In the far southwest, ou account of the 
expense of transporting other money 
from New York, the merchants aud bank- 
ers were easily induced to take silver 
dollars eut of the sub-Treasury therefor 
the payment for products. 
The silver 


thus used being too bulky to be conven- 
iently kept in considerable amounts, 
quickly came back from the producer to 
the merchant und banker aud they then 
were permitted by the Assistant Treas- 
urer of New Orleans to get silver certifi- 
cates 'for coin before it is counted, 
The Treasury thus saved them all delay 
and trouble, iu the use of more bulky 
and inconvenient money by taking all 
the risk and bnrJen upon the Govern- 
ment. But now th« Administration lifts 
considered that it had no right lo favor 
bankers and merchants to this extent, 
and at once a great outcry is raised that 
the Administration is miking war on 
silver. Some 'members ol Congress, 
nevertheless, will stand up utiblushingly 
iu the Senate and Honse aud assert th»t 
previous administrations deliberately 
kept silver out of circulation and were 
used us tools by the money power at 
New York. •
